In the 1400s, the Italian scientist Giovanni Porta figured 
out how to hide a message inside an egg. First he created 
an ink made from a mixture of alum (a chemical) and 
vinegar. Then he wrote a message with it on the shell of 
a hard-boiled egg. The ink seeped in through the shell, 
leaving it blank but staining the egg inside. 

To suspicious guards or soldiers, a plain hard-boiled 
egg would look innocent in a secret agent’s possession. 
The recipient of the message just had to remove the shell 
to read the note. 
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; MORE Secrets Hot News 
Ancient Roman spies wrote top-secret messages 
on paper with the milky juice of the thithymallus 
plant. The liquid became invisible when it dried. 
To read the note, a spy would hold the paper up 
to a flame, and the heat turned the ink brown. 
During World War II, secret agents and sol- 
diers pulled this same trick with fruit juice or 
their own urine. 


qHide and Speak 

American soldiers communicated by code dur- 
ing World War II, but coding and decoding 
complicated messages took a lot of time. Then 
a California engineer named Philip Johnston 
came up with a solution. The son of a mission- 
ary, Johnston grew up on a Navajo reservation 
in Arizona, where he learned to speak the 
tribe’s language. His idea was for Navajos to 
transmit messages over two-way radios in their 
native tongue. Navajo listeners could easily 
translate the information back into English for 
military officers. 

Johnston’s plan turned out to be a good one. 
About 420 Navajo soldiers served in the war, 
and they became known as the Navajo code 
talkers. The Navajo code is one of the few that 
were never broken by the enemy. 





A Head Start > 

In 499 Bc, King Darius of Persia 
refused to let one of his advisers, 
Histiaeus (pronounced his-tee-EYE- 
us), return home to Greece. Tired of 
being stuck in Persia, Histiaeus want- 
ed his family to overthrow this royal 
pain. To deliver the message without 
getting caught, Histiaeus shaved his 
messenger’s head, tattooed his plan 
on it, then waited for the hair to grow 
back. 

With the instructions all covered 
up, the messenger easily slipped past 
the royal guards. When the messen- 
ger arrived in Greece, he headed for 
Histiaeus’ daughter’s house. There, 
he shaved his head, showed it to 
Histiaeus’ son-in-law, and the war 
against Persia was launched.

The Snow Day script called for a lot more 
snow than what fell from the sky when the 
movie was being filmed. So the crew had to 
make it themselves. We spoke to Mike Vezina, 
a special-effects expert on the Snow Day set, 
to learn some chilling facts about four of the 
many different types of snow they created. 


Snow challenge #1: Cover the ground with three 


to four feet of snow, enough to bury cars and make it 
look as if a major snowstorm has hit. Solution: The 
crew made real snow out of air and water, just as it’s 
done at ski resorts, and spread it around. To make the 
white stuff, snow makers fill a machine with water, then 
point its nozzle into the air. As the mist sprays out, the 
cold outdoor air causes the water to crystallize and 
become snow. 


Snow challenge #2: Create falling snowflakes. 
Solution: The crew used either potato flakes or a 
starchy substance that looks like puffed rice cereal. 
Fans blew the flakes around. 


Snow challenge #3: Make snow that will stick to 
trees. Solution: The crew placed cotton fibers on the 
boughs of trees to make them look as if they were full 
of snow. Then they sprayed a soaplike foam on leaves 
and branches to add a glistening, fresh-fallen look. 


Snow challenge #4: Make people’s clothes look like 
they’ve been iced up. Solution: The crew sprayed a 
mixture of wax and air on actors’ coats and jackets. 


What happened to the used snow: The soaplike foam 
sprayed onto trees and the potato flakes and starch are 
biodegradable, which means they disintegrate naturally. 
The crew trucked the snow on the ground to a nearby 
parking lot where it could melt without causing a flood. 
It took about two months to melt.
